WASHINGTON, D. C., March 27.—The Mouse 
bill to mend the census act of March 8, 1899, 
was reported from the Census Committee, 
the effect of it being to sllow special agents 
a day for subsistence when traveling, and 
after explaination by Mr. Hale was passed.

WEATHER INFLUENCES, 


EFFECTS UPON MEN, MENTALLY, PHYSI- 
CALLY AND MORALLY. 


How Enterprises Are Retarded or Facili- 
tated by Weather Conditions — Unseen 
and Unknown Influences Which Operate 
te Make or .Mar, Bring Joy or Sorrow 
With Them.

We often wonder why it is that the weather 
and ite varied conditions furnish such a fer- 
tile aud universal topic among men of all 
kinds and degrees of intelligence, and are 
often prone to attribute it either to poverty of 
intellect or to the fact that it is about the only 
topic which people of diverse ideas can gen- 
erally agree upon. It is a common thing to 
indulge in facetious comments upon the con- 
versation of otherson this topic, forgetting 
that we ourselves are, perhaps, as much ad- 
dicted to weather talk asthose we make fun 
of, and that our remarks are no 
more original than theirs. Most peo- 
ple, no doubt, would reply to the 
query of why it ie that everyone 
talks about the weather by saying that it is 
the fashion or that it is because people have 
little else to talk about. But is there not 
something deeper than this behind and below 
the general interest taken in this subject? 
When we regard the condition of our earth in 
ite-relation to the central sun of our system 
and its sister planets; the fearful velocity of 
ite motion in its orbit around the sun and the 
changes of season incident thereto; its revolu- 
tion on its axis; the vast forces which produce 
these movements and which are operating 
within the earth and its atmosphere 
„ well as outside of them; that 
by reason of these forces and 
the conditions which they bring inte exist- 
ence, extremes of temperature and atmos- 
pheric pressures of varying intensities gare 
all the time contending in our atmosphere; 
that these various meteorological phenom- 
ena have a wide and wonderful infiuence not 
only upon the earth itself, butall that exists 
upon it, animal and vegetable alike; that the 
extreme manifestations of some of these phe- 
nomena may notonly destroy our works ina 
few minutes or hours, but may destroy us 
also—when we reflect upon these these things 
and cemprehend that our very exist- 
ence is more or less dependent upon 
manifestations which may occur at any 
time, we may begin to understand how close 


our relations are with these great forces, and 
how wach they must affect and concern us 
in our life and in our labors, in our feelings 
and our purposes, our joys and our sorrows, 
our business and our pleasure. We see on 
every hand the effects of extremes of temper- 
ature, of precipitation, of moisture, of the 
uneven distribution of rainfalls, snowfalis 
and of heat and cold. 
THE VAPORS OF THE OCEAN 
which the sun loads our atmosphere with 
may be condensed and precipitated in gentie 
showers, or in heavy rains, or in deluging 
cloudbursts. The precipitation may be qdite 
oven’ distributed, or it may be excessive in 
one piace, or insufficientin another, produc- 
ing injury by floods in one case or drouths in 
the other. The winter storm may impede 
travel by snow drifts, while the summer rain 
deluge may operate inthe same way by de- 
stroying bridges and making roads impassa- 
ble. The sun by its presence may warm and 
cheer, and under right conditions produce 
abundant vegetation, or it may heat and dry 
upthe earth, enervate and produce condi- 
tions favorable to diséase, until life is a bur- 
den. There is a certalo beit of meteorological! 
variations in which man can get along com- 
fortably enough, though often under 
conditions of conesiderable hardship, 
this on ‘either side life 
only a burden, but is all 
the time in extreme danger. In view of these 
facts, it certainly is not to be wondered at 
that the weather and its conditions, in a 
physical sense, are of the wrimest importance 
tous. Our contemplation of it, therefore, is 
natural and instinctive, and the interest we 
take in it is more than mere fashion, and arises 
from the moral es well as the physical effects 
it bas upon us. But, more than this, there are 
influences in the weather conditions that 
surround us which we can as yet Iittie 
realize, and which may be the occult 
sources of many of the mental phenomena, 
which we cannot account for by ordinary 
hypothesis. Scientists recognize that 
there must be some universal 
medium in which ali things in nature exist,as 
asimais exist in air and water, and ag plants 
and their atmospheres ist in space. That 
thing, that subtle element, is called ether. 
is not ouly a medium in which worlds exist, 
but it exists in them and through them, being, 
so far as we know, an essential constituent of 
everything in nature. Itis held to be the 
medium in which or through which sound 
waves, light waves, and electric and magnetic 
waves travel through space and matter. This 
universal medium, then, brings not only our 
earth and its varied phenomena in relation to 
the great forces of the wniverse, but it estab- 
lishes the relation of man, and with him 
all animate and imanimate nature, to 
these powers, and this relationship con- 
sequently subjecte him to influences and 
manifestations of ene about which as yet 
he knows little or nothing; but yet, at the 
dame time, he is as subject to them as if he 
comprehended their nature or phenomena as 
he does those of fire, frost or mechanical 
movements. And yet, though it may be said 
that we know something of the nature of 
heat and cold, what after all do we know of 
them? Heatisa form of energy—a condition 
In which energy is present and active. Iis 
old an absence of heat merely? If it were, it 
would logically be inactive; but we know 
that it le notéo.

In such weather people often die sud- 
denly from sunstroke, heart disease, etc. 
What is sunstroke, and why should a person 
here and there be attacked with it, and those 
around them escape the fatal prostration? 
Probably on the same principle that some 
Will escape epidemic diseases, and for the 
very same reason—their system is not sus- 
ceptible to the influence. The tuning fork, if 

ut into vibration, will affect some things in 
ts vicinity and cause them to respond to its 
Vibrations, while others do not appear to be 
affected at all; but may not these wave vibra- 
tions have an influence on them which we 
may not see? In the same way the subtile in- 
fluences in the ether may affect some people 
on occasion less than others, and perbaps a 
few fatally. Thus what we call unfavorable 
weather conditions may beso subtie in their 
nature that we can feel them even before the 
outward physical manifestations of them be- 
come apparent to the eye or ear. 

But let us see what peculiar and unexpected 
weather conditions bave to do in some of the 
common affairs of men. The blizzard in New 
York in March, 1888, stopped the vast bus 
ness affairs nearly altogether for about 48 
hours in that commercial metropolis. Peo- 
le were overwhelmed in snowdrifts within 
a hundred feet of their homes and perished. 

Snow storms stop travel on lines of ral way, 
sometimes for days, and whole communities 
are isolated. Business is ata standstill for 
the tite being, and many suffer by the inter- 
ruption. It is thesame ina degree when 
floods result from excessive rains—roads are 
washed out, bridges destroyed, and travel 
and businesson the line suspended. Mod- 
ern enterprise anticipates wants ahead 
of the times of need. Manufacturers of ready 
made clothing provide in the summer season 
for the demands of the coming winter; ex- 
perience tells them that it will not do to pro- 
vide for the wants as they are manifested. 
They know that, it they are behind in this re- 
spect, others will mot be, and will reap the 
harvest. Hence provision is made by pro- 
ducers of clothing, boots and shoes and other 
necessary demands of the season, to supply 
the same, basing such supply upon the esti- 
mated demands of an average season. If it 

rove to be colder, more inclement, and call 

or extra expenditure on the part of the 
people, then trade is good, and the manu- 
facturer and retailer prosper. But if the 
season be mild, as the present one has been, 
then a large amount of stock remains on 
hand, and sellers are forced to realize, some- 
times at a loss. and bere, perhaps, we 
strike another phase of weather influence 
manifestation—the moral one. It appears to 
be a fact well understood by insurance men, 
that when trade is dull there is more lIlability 
In risks than if trade were active and busi- 
— — profitable. How many traders with 
large stocks on hands which have depreolated 
in value have been tempted to realize from 
insurance companies through the destructive 
agency of fire will, perhaps, never be known; 
but from the increased number of accidental 
fires which occur in such times—some of 
which are known to be of incendiary origin— 
and the frequency with which goods damaged 
by fre and water are advertised, the number 
must be large in the aggregate. 

Men’s minds, it would seem, often, if not 
always, reflect the meteorological conditions 
which exist around them to a greater or leas 
degree—dependent, perhaps, in some degree 
upon the condition of mind and bodyin which 
the person is atthe time. A dull, depressing 
day, if it does not induce melancholyin a 
healthy, hopeful person, at least has a ten- 
dency to restrain his buoyancy of spirit or 
cause him to take a leas hopeful view of things 
than he would under brighter weather infiu- 
ences. If, however, a person is inclined to mel- 
aucholy a dull day Intensifies the feeling and 
makes him miserable, indeed. Women who 
have little or nothing to do, and have not in- 
tellectual resources to enable them to pleas- 
antly pass the time at home of a stormy or 
dull day, are particularly susceptible to 
weather influences. Itison such days that 
they bewall their lot and recall former days, 
scenes and friends with sadness. Regrets are 
in order; the world seems a dreary and deso- 
late waste, and life scarcely worth living. 
Suicides are usually more frequent under de- 
pressing weather influences than at other 
times. Sunshine revives the spirits,and makes 
people more hopeful. Fine weather conduces 
to cheerfulness and industry. The normal at- 
mospheric pressure, with sunshine, in summer 
or winter, seems best adapted to the enjoy- 
mentof life. Enterprises requiring a large 
amount of faith on the part of the mals pro- 
moters are rarely or never entered into in bad 
weather or in the midstof stormsor hurri- 
canes of winds. Ifa man ie approached for 
his opinion on the business outlook in his 
trade, it will be found to be to some extent, 
if not lareély, influegced by the weather at 
the time ofthe interview. en are not nat- 
urally pessimistio—that is, healthy men are 
not so—but they cannot see the vright side of 
anything in relation to their business on a 
day when the weather keeps customers away, 
as they can on a fine day when their stores are 
crowded.

snowfalis into mammoth drifs which choke 
up valleys and cause avalanches in the hills; 
when the fierce tornado tears out a pathway 
of destruction for itself, alixe through forest, 
hamlet and city—in such times, he realizes 
his own insignificance, and of what smal! ac- 
count his concerns are as opposed to the 
mighty influences which surround him, and 
work out their ends, bethey his gain or his 
destruction, withoct pity and without on- 
sideration. Why, then, should we not feel an 
interest im the weather, and why is it not of 
the first importance to us? a

How the State Was Named for a Fretty 
Little Indian Girl. 


In the autumn of 1865 I resided in Twenty- 
second street, New York, says Dr. Edward P. 
Roche in the Boston Journal. A genial fellow- 
boarder was a gentleman of 45 years, who was 
putting some mining stock on the market. 
His name was Cole, and he claimed the dis- 
tinction of having for initials three Os—O. C. 
Cole—of being one of the first members of 


Congress from the new territory and of re- 
ceiving the largest mileage ever paid to a 
member of Congress—over $10,000—his mileage 
being computed from Idaho to San Francisco, 
thence (around the Horn) by way of New York 
to Washington. He wasa pioneer from New 
York, and for a time kept a trading store at 
Fort Walla Walla. 

One evening the strange name of the new 
territory became a subject of comment and 
Mr. Cole gave me the following account of 
how the name cameto be adopted and also 
the selected meaning, or rather the meaning 
which be and others concluded to give as the 
Indian word’s translation. One bright morna- 
ing about 10 o’clock, in company with another 
gentieman interested in the government of 
the territory, while riding over some barren 
mountain tops, or rather billes, the road 
became so rough as to compel the slowest 
traveling. As they plodded on the name for 
the new territory became a topic of conver- 
sation. While talking over the various names 
that had been suggested they came to the top 
of a small plateau on the farther edge of 
which stood an Indian hovel or cabin. 

The utter ldbliness of the spot suggested to 
| the travelers that they had come upon the 
hiding-place of some outiaw, of whom the 
country then boasted a great number. Just 
before they reached, but while in plain view 
from the cabin, an Indian woman came cut 
and called out several times in a high-spirit- 
ed, far-reaching voice the word Idaho. The 
tone was a combination of those of the Swiss 
yodeler, the Spanish Indian and Louisiana 
negress, and, as was supposed, a call tothe 
squaw’s husband. Thesound of the voice as 
given by Mr. Cole, and he had been familiiar 
with the Indians for some years, was Eh-dah- 
hoo-OO-OO—4 drop from the first E to the sec- 
ond, a long a, almost as if ah-ah, and a 
musical, jong-drawn-out dwelling on the hoo, 
using the full force of the longs in expiration 
and crescendo. 

The squaw’s call was answered by the sud- 
den appearance of an Indian girl about 9 

ears ofage. She was clean and better look- 
ng than most of herrace. The inference of 
both Mr. Coleand his companion was that 
Idaho was the girl’s name, and the idea of 
adopting it asthe name ofthe new Territory 
occurred to both men at about the same time, 
Mr. Cole claiming to be the first to speak. 

All efforts to find the English of the word re- 
sulted in failure, and finally, in consideration 
of the sex and the surroundings of the Indian 
whose name had helped solve the difficulty in 
finding one for the territory, that of Gem of 
the Mountains was decided upon. The real 
meaning of the word Mr. Cole never knew. As 
the Indians name their children from physical 
pecullarities or circumstances occur- 
ring at their birth, and as the child 
was born about daylight, the trans- 
lation of Light on the Mouutains was first 
deemed a good one, but its fitness as a name 
for the territory had to give way to the more 
appropriate one of Gem of the Mountains, 
which was given to Congress asthe translation 
of the Indian word. 

I narrate the tale as I got it from Mr. Cole, 
and add what at the time I suggested to him 
that the territory erect a monument on the 
spot where the name was selected—and as an 
amendmentthat Joaguin Miller, the poet of 
the Sierras, write the inscriptions. 


COSTS 70 CENTS EVERY TIME. 


The Wear and Tear ef Material Caused by 
Stopplag a Train.

Sitting inthe Hoffman House, last night, I 
heard C. OC. Rainwater, Chief Enginegr of the 
Wabash Railroad, discussing the question of 
railroad management. ‘‘Did you ever con- 
sider,’’ said he., what is the actual cost of 
stopping atrain? Ihave been in the railroad 
business since Iwasa boy, and the question 
never seriously occurred to me until the other 
day in a laweult at St. Louls, when the ques- 
tion came up. John C. Garrett, General Man- 
ager of the Wabash, testified on the stand 
that the cost of stopping an ordinary passen- 
ger train at a way station was 70 cents. 
Being cross-examined he admitted that 3 
certain train — between East St. Louis 
and Toledo was paying his company about $1 
per mile, and, being further questioned as to 
the number of stops made on the road, it was 
established that if it cost 70 cents for each 
stop, this paying train, as Mr. Garrett called 
It, lost money to the extent of twice its oper- 
ating expenses. The decision of the jury in 
the case was based on the conclusion that it 
cost about 50 cents in wear and tear and time 
to stop an ordinary passenger train ata way 
station, and I believe they are about right.’’

A NEW PARTY’S PROGRAMME. 


EDWARD BELLamy, the apostle of Na- 
tionalism, in a recent article outlining 
the aimsof his party, presents a pro- 
gramme which is far more practical than 
any which has been offered by him or his 
associates heretofore. " 

Of course, Mr. BELLAMY cannot resist 
suggesting the view of Nationalism as a 
panacea for all the ills of the human 
race. It is natural perhaps that he should 
do so in his enthusiasm for what he con- 
delves to be a great social reform. But 
while these dreams of general good 
and the substitution of benevolence 
and mutual co-operation for selfish 
greed and bitter competition capti- 
vate all generous and intelligent 
persons by their moral beauty, yet the 
mass of people demand practical and 
definite propositions which are within the 
range of feasibility. They shrink from 
sudden great changes and prefer the 
gradual and experimental method of ar- 
riving at economic reforms. 

Mr. BELLAMY endeavors to satisfy this 
popular demand by limiting the first aims 
of his party to certain well-defined pur- 
poses. These embrace the contro] of rail- 
road, telegraph and telephone enterprises 
by the government and the municipaliza- 
tion of public services, such as lighting, 
heating, street transportation and other 
distinctively public enterprises requiring 
valuable monopolistic franchises. The 
immense power in the hands of rail- 
road and telegraph corporations to 
make or mar cities, sections of country 
and individuals by discrimination, the 
heavy burdens Aid upon commerce by 
stock-watering jobs and the undeniable 
success of the municipalization of public 
services as far as tried incline the public 
to a favorable consideration of these 
propositions. Thereisan excellent basis 
of justice and good judgment under them 
and the trend of popular sentiment, led 
by some of the ablest minds, isin this di- 
rection. 

The fear of placing too much power in 
the hands of the dominant political party 
by giving it control of an army of ap- 
pointive employes restrains many from 
favoring further governmental control 
of business enterprises. But this would be 
little worse than the control of armies of 
employes by corporations willing to bar- 
gain with any party for their votes, and 
there is fortunately hope of relief from 
this corrupting factor in public affairs 
through the extension of the civil-service 
law to all departments of the Govern- 
ment. 
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AUTHORITY OVER RATES. 

A rate for switching fixed by the Min- 
nesota Legislature has been pronounced 
unconstitutional by the United States 
Supreme Court on the ground that the 
rate is not a fair compensation and 
amounts to a taking of private property 
without due process of law. The Court 
was divided on the question of its own 
authority and several of the Justices, in- 
cluding BRADLEY and Gray, dissented. 

If the court of last resort, and not the 
legislative power of the country, is to de- 
cide what is just compensation and what 
is not, then the same tribunal must de- 
termine whether stock-watering is just or 
not and how far it may be carried. 

The question of compensation for rail- 
roads is a question of the cost of render- 
ing the service and interest on the capital 
actually invested. A railroad rate that 
pays a well-employed company a net 
profit of 5 per centon a capitalization of 
$25,000 per mile would yield a very poor 
return if the company were permitted to 
capitalize at $100,000 per mile, and include 
in the list of its expenditures enormous 
salaries to its principal stockholders as 
officers. 

Now whois to draw the line on a com- 
pany’s expenditures and decide whether 
or not it shall be permitted to quadruple 
its capitalization and consequently its 
charges far service? It the question of 
fair rates is to be determined exclusively 
by the judicial authority, does it not fol- 
low that itis for the United States Su- 


—, 
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to fix the amount of water upon which 
each road shall compel its patrons to pay 
dividends?

Railroad Corporattons. 


Cigars and Extra Dry Cut a Figure 
in Municipal Legislation. 


Interesting Incidents in Connection With 
the Passage of Bills Last Night, Giving 
Valuable Franchises te Corporations— 
The Passage of the Central & Western 
Bill a Hasty Proceeding—The Possible 
Financial Ruin of a Member ef the 
Council Urged en the House as a Ren- 
son Why the Electric Lighting Co, 
Should Have Its Time Extended—Un- 
usual Hast in the Passage of Bills, 


The Municipal Assembly had a high ola time 
of it last night and as a result some of the 
members are to-day nursing sick headaches 
and inwardly swearing off until the next 
time. Both houses met and passed bills giv- 
ing important and valuable privilges to street 
railway compeales and other corporations 
with a speed almost beyond precedent. 
The representatives of these corporations 
were on hand of course, and took the most 
audacious liberties on the floors of both 
houses. They brought in boxesof fragrant 
cigars, and passed them around among the 
members to get them in the humorto give 
away valuable franchises without stopping 
too long to consider.

on both sides of 
the municipal barn, and fragrant. tobacco 
smoke rose in dig. large clouds. 
The members of both branches seemed to 
appreciate these favors received from the 
hands of the lobbyists; at least that was the 
opinion formed by the disinterested spectators 
who sat in the lobbies and saw the bills slide 
through as though everything was greased for 
the occasion.

CONSUL TO HUDDERSFIELD. 


Mr. Will P. Smyth Daus a Diplematic 
, Ne Prise. 


The announcement was m de to-day that 
Mr. Will P. Bmyth had been appointed Consul 
to Huddersfield, Engiand. It was in the nature 
of a surprise, for Mr. Smyth has not been 
known as an applicant for an office, and few 
suspected that his name had been presented 
to the Administration. The appointment was 
made by Secretary of State Biaine, who raised 


the position at! Hudcersfield from a 
@eonsular agency to a coneuilate. Mr. 
Bmyth is well known here, having 
been idgntified with newspaper work in St. 
Louls fora number of years and later with 
political matters ofsome importance. He is 
a native of Galway, Ireland, aud was educated 
at the Jesuits’ College in ye From that 
he went to the Summer Hill College near Ath- 
Jone, and in 1867 he came to this country to 
live with his uncie in Cairo. In 1868 he entered 
St. Vincent's College at Oape Girardeau and 
he graduated in 1872 with honors, receiving 
the prizes for the best English and 
Latin essays. He also received a 
special prize for proficiency. in the 
superior classes. In 1874 he came to St. Louls 
and began work as a reporter on the St. Louis 
Times. He was successful in his work and 
rose to the position of city editor. He also 
ocoupied the desk of telegraph editor, and 
his connection with the Times continued until 
that paper ceased publication. Mr. Smyth 
then went into the manufacturing business 
and continued in it until 1886, when he retired 
and began his travels in Europe. While 
abroad he wrote ictters for the St. Louis 
papers, and since his return he has been more 
or less engaged in literary work. 

Mr. Smyth has many friends among prom- 
nent men and principal among them are Mr. 
R. C. Kerens and Mr. J. B. McCullagh, whose 
influence secured for him a position that is

THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 


MEETING IN ST. LOUIS OF THE CURATORS 
10 SOLVE SOME KNOTTY PROBLEMS. 


Prebability That Several Vacancies Will Be 
Created in the Professorships—Cause of 
the Trouble—Meeting of the Committee 
on Nominations—Their Explanations and 
Denials as to a Lack of Harmony. 


HE Board of Uurators 
of the Missouri State 
University meets in 
semi-annual session at 
the Lindell, Hotel to- 
morrow, aud it is said 
it will bave some very 
Knotty problems to 
solve. To-day the 
Committee on Nomi 
nations, composed of 
Messrs. R. B. Oliver of 
Jackson, Gardiner Lathrop Of Kansas City 
and B. M. Dilley of Hamilton, are in session 
and they will endeavor to make such a report 
that the board will haye clear sailing. There 
will be something else, bowever, if the com- 
mittee and the board come up to the expecta- 
tions of a large number of people who have 
the welfare of the university at heart. 
These people expect to see several 
members of the faculty retired. The members 
are saidto be Paul Schweitzer, professor of 
chemistry, W. B. Smith, professor of mathe- 
matics; OC. G. Tiedeman, of law; J. A. Yantes 
and J.C. Jones. The latter is the present 
assistant in Latin, anda candidate for the 
Greek chair, in which there Nas been a V&- 
cancy for some time, the professor occupying 
it baving resigned. These gentiemen, !t is 
said, bave never overcome the feeling aroused 
ageinstthem atthe time the lower house of 
the General Assembly passed the resolution 
OUSTING THE CURATORS, 
on which occasion the students turned out in 
a torchlight procession and with a band at 
their head marched to the residences of the 
professors. The latter delivered congratula- 
tory addresses and participated in the de- 
monstration. This was two years ago, but it 
had its effects as all the cu®ators sent in their 
resignations except Norman J. Colman. The 
faculty remained intact and supreme, though 
with the stigma of having labored in the Gen- 
eral Assembly to overthrow their 
curators, and of having endan- 
gered discipline by engaging in a con- 
gratulatory demonstration with the students 
overthe overthrow of their superiors, the 
men they served. This, it is claimed, incul- 
cated inthe mindsof the students the very 
quintescence of disorder. After this, too, it 
is claimed, the faculty continued as a faction, 
controlling the institution and taking away, 


ractically, the power of the curators, or at 
east their management. The curators, it is 
said, recognized this, but neglected to act in 
regard to it. Now, however, good authority 
has it that there is actually pending in the 
board a moyement to request the resignations 


ofallithe professors in any way connected 


with the fight. 
IN REPLY TO THESE REPORTS 
of discord and of an intention to create further 


vacancies, Messrs. Oliver, Lathrop and Dilley 


ofthe Committee on Nominations said this 
morning that they knew of no trouble what- 
everin the University, Mr. Lathrop adding 
that it had never had a more satisfactory or 
promising one than the present one. As to 
vacancies, they said the only ones were in the 
Greek chair and the presidency. They did not 
know of any plan to create any further vacaa- 
cles, and did not know of any factions or lack 
of harmony. On the other hand, the students 
were well pleased, and the professors 
got along with them very nicely. In reply to 
a question as to how many applicants are be- 
fore the Committee on Nominations, Senator 
Oliver said they had seven forthe Greek chair. 
There was a list before him as he spoke us 
piciously like one of nominations for other 
chairs, but after cousultation the members of 
the committee decided they could not say any- 
thing else as to the number of candidates gen- 
erally, and could not say how many gentie- 
men bad been suggested or were under con- 
sideration for the Presidency. 

„We are, said Mr. Lathrop, looking all 
over the United States for the best man, and 
so far as I know there is absolutely no trouble 
whatever in the university.’’ 

THE FRIENDS 

of the university have been considerably 
aroused over the prospective action of the 
meeting. One ofthem, who has watched the 
institution for years for its best interests, 
spoke freely on the subject to a PosT- DISPATCA 
reporter this morning. In answer to a ques- 
tion as to the meeting he said: 

**l understood several days ago that the 
curators of this institution were to meet, not 
in Columbia, but in 8t. Louis. The idea of 
mecting away fromthe seat of the school is 
convenience and to avoid local intrigue. This 
is thought tobe an important meeting. It 
maybe. It may notbe. It probably ought to 
be. Itcertainiy would be, if the curators 
were toact up to the measure of their obliga- 
tions to make vacancies as well as to fill them. 
The public has not forgotten the band of half 
a dozen traitors to the legally constituted 
authorities ofthe University, who are stiil 
left in the faculty. Nor will they be satisfied 
till the last one of them is made to walk the 
plank. We 

DO KOT WANT SUCH TEACHERS 

in any of our schools. Whether those they 
antagonized were good or not, we know that 
we do not wish their instruction and Influence 
over our sons aud daughters. It is time for 
them to quit or to be excused. There is no 
virtuein waiting longer. Their continuance 
cannot be connived at with impunity. These 
schemes disturb the peace and compromise 
the dignity, honor and usefulness of the un- 
versity. True to their instincts, they are now 
practicing the unscrupulous arts of élection- 
ecring among students, faculty, community 

nd curators to foist one of theirown precious 
band into the Greek chair. Shades of Homer! 
No pretense nor disguise can conceal from 
those op the ground these sinister and selfish 
influenées. 

Not afew are of the opinion that little or 
no importance attaches to the appoinment of 
a President. The Virginia University plan 
may be better new than any other, however 

uestionable it might have been in former 

ays. Anyhow, let it work until fairly tried. 
William Jewell is getting along better witb it 
than ever om the monarchical plan. If we 
are to have a President it must be that he may 
be more or less thau a chairman. If less, 
then he is King Log, and every fellow sits 
down on him with contempt. If more, then he 
is King Stork, and is foully 


ABUSED, SLANDERED AND ANTAGONIZED, 
as gobbling upand disregarding the inter- 
ests, righte and honors and authority of 
others. In any event, he is a source of irrita- 
tion and weakness; a mask for insignificant 
and worthless professors; a target for the 
abuse of public growlers and ambitious pre- 
tenders, and a broken stick on which otiose 
curators maylean. The history of the Mis- 
sour! University shows that ite presidency is 
lar gely a pretense and a humbug. Every one 
of the eminent and faithful men who have 
heid the position has been treated in a manner 
disgraceful to the community and to the State 
at Weare tired of this tragic farce.

GREENVILLE, Miss., March 27.—The levee 
at Duncanusby Landing, which broke yester- 
day, allowed the torrents to rush through the 
streets of the little town with suchtremendous 


— that nardly anybody could realize the 
situation. Two negroes were drowned short- 
ly after the break eccurred. The warehouse 
of Lacks & Co., that containeda number of 
barrels of lime, was set on fire by the water 
coming in contact with the lime, and was 
totally destroyed, with all the contents. Mrs. 
Lacks and many other ladies, with their 
cilidren, had such short notice of the danger 
that they barely saved their lives jumping out 
of their beds into the water over four feet 
deep to reach the skiffs which brought them 
to the levees. The Government steamer 
Meteor came to their rescue and took ali the 
ladies and children on board, and provided 
food for the multitude which congregated on 
the levees. 

At Leota the wateris running outof the 
crevasses at the rate of 25 cubic feet per sec- 
ond. Its course isup stream for nearly a 
mile, thus making the main current shoot 
through the center of the little doomed vil- 
lage. The water inthe town is upto the 
eaves of the houses. Hopes are entertained 
of its being controlled to-day. 

There is a demand for help, all that can be 
had, from the back country, and it is impos- 
sible to say how many llves have been lost 
there, or how stock has suffered. At least fif- 
teen plantations, over 20,000 acres, are one 
sheetof water. The government boat Eth- 
eridge, barges and quarter boat, witb all pro- 
curabie skifis, provisions, etc., left vesterday 
afternoon fer Skipwith. The steamer Osceola 
willaiso leave as soon as possibie to relieve 
the sufferers at Steel's Bayou, whose lives are 
said to be ia immediate danger.

Stock Dying by Hundreds. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 27.—The country on 
the west side of the river, this side of Helena, 
is all under water. Cattle and horses are 


herded on artificial mounds and platforms, 
surrounded byrall pens, and are dying by 
the hundreds. Buffaio gnats have appeared 
in countiess swarms, and sting the starving 
animais until tbey become uncontrollable, and 
rush into the water and drown. 
The St. Francis River is emptying an enor- 
mous amount of water into the Mississippi 
eight miles aboye Helena. This water must 
go through the funnel caused by the Missis- 
sipp! and Arkansas, which latter begins at 
Helena. It is deemed impossible for the 
levees on both sides to stand the strain. 
Both are strong and well guarded, and it is 
a question which can bear the greatest 
pressure. 

There ts astrong ery for aid from Laconla, 
where the circle levee gave way. About 2,300 
people live in add around the cirele. They 
are in need of food, some are sick and suffer- 
ing untoid miséries fora lack of medical at- 
tendance and nourishment. Negroes, white 
people, mules, hogs end cows are huddled to- 
ether the combs of the gin houses and op 
stumps: There is no food for man or beast, 
and both are starving. Three éolored men and 
a colored child were drowned while trying to 
wade tothe higniands.

The A. A. U. and L. A. W. Troubles. 
From the New York Sun. 

There is to be no war between the Amateur 
Athletic Union and the League of American 
Wheelmen. This is greatly to the credit of 
both organizations, for both are composed of 


‘too large and too intelligent a body of gentie- 


men to either provoke a fight or to rashly 
precipitate one. It will be recalled that some 
weeks ago the Racing Board of the League of 
American Wheelmen reported a new rule, 
which was adopted without debate, at 
the annual meeting of the L. A. W., 
held in New York. This rule permitted 
cycie clubs to pay the necessary traveling ex- 
penses of wheeimen representing them at 

stings upon application to the Racing 
Board of the L. „ providing the board 
granted such application and that cycle clubs 
must apply for such permission prior to each 
meet to which they contemplated sending 
competitors. These provisions were fol- 
lowed by a clause stating that athletic clubs 
would not be allowed to pay expenses of bl 
cycle riders to meets at all. bis was the ef- 
fect of the ruling, because the L. A. W. hav- 
ing jurisdiction over cycling could disqualify 
any rider for an athletic club who had his ex- 
penses paid by his club. 

This pointed to war, and a good deal of in- 
teresting reading matter has been printed on 
the subject. Semeof the officers of the A. A. 
U. met Mr. C. 8. Davol, chairman of the L. A. 
W. Racing Board, recentiy, and inquired why 


-he was anxious to prevent the A. A. U. Clubs 


from paying expenses of wheelmen. It was 
not learned just what Mr. Davol's reply was, 
but it has leaked out that the L. A. has 
long been convinoed that one or two of the 
Berkeley Athietic Club’s fast riders were 
practically supported by that club in 1889; tnat 

robably the A. A. U. Clubs were all quite lax 
u the matter; at any event, the A.A. U. Board 
of Managers tcok nonotice of the flagrant 
conduct of the Berkley Athletic Club and 
that therefore the A. A. U. should be pro- 
hibited from paying wheelmen’s expenses at 
all. Mr. Davolis aise reported to have said 
thatthe L.A. W. thought that the A. A. U. 
were engaged upon legisiation looking to the 
prohibition of payment of expenses, and that 
sucha rule would not, therefore, hurt the 
A. A. U. anyway. The A. A. U. Board of 
Managers appointed Messrs. A. C. Stevens, 
Frederick William Janssen, James E. Sulli- 
van, Frederick Wiliam Gerow and Howard 
Perry a committee to consider, in view of re- 
cent legisiation by the L. A. W. whether it 
was desirable or not forthe A. A. U. to frame 
cycling racing rules of its own. 

A lengthy correspondence ensued between 
Mr. A. C. Stephens for the A. A. U. and Mr. 
©. 8. Davol of the L. A. W. Racing Board. 
Finally the A. A. U. committee reported to 
the Board of Managers and received full 
power to act. 

The result is that the L.A. W. withdraws 
the obnoklous rule Gand returns to its rule of 
a year ago, which requires thatall cycle and 
athletic clubs shall ask for permission to pay 
expenses of wheelmen to race meetings, but 
from this are explicitly excepted all clubs be- 
longing to the A. A. U. g 

On the part of the A. A. U., in order that 
its position concerning the question of the 
payment of expenses of atbletes may be 
thoroughly understood, and that the meaning 
ofthe A. A. U. rules and regulations may be 
made plainer if possibie. The following reso- 
lution was adopted: 

Resolved, That no athietic club, a mem- 
ber of the A. A. U., shall be permitted to pay 
any expense or expenses whatever, di- 
rectly or indirectly, ofa member or members 
of such club, except when such member or 
members are actually traveling to 
or from, and are in attendance 
as competitors at competitions. Any 
athlete who shall acceptor receive consider- 
ation for his services underthe guise of his 
expenses (an exeess over the actual cost of 
transportation to and from competitions and 
hotel bill while in attendance as competitor) 
shall, on proofofsame before the Board of 
Managers of the A. A. U., be deciared a pro- 
fessional, and the club or organization impii- 
cated with such athicte shail De dealt with as 
provided for in articlieix. ofthe constitu- 
Hon.

HOME FOR A FEW DAYS. 


A CHAT WITH WHITELAW REID, UNITED 
STATES MINISTER TO FRANCE. 


Life in the Gay French Capital as Viewed 
by the Journalist and Diplomat—Bis- 
marck’s Resignation—The International 
Labor Conference—Peaceable Elections 
in Paris—Our World’s Fair. 


By Telegravh to the POST-DisPratcar. 

New Tonk, March 27.—A reporter who met 
Hon. Whitelaw Reid yesterday after his ar- 
rival bers tells this story of his interview: 
Blistered by the sun and wind, which are no 
respecters of ministers or marines, but as 
healtby looking as you please, United States 
Minister Reid of Paris and New York, or New 
York and Paris, stepped ashore from the 
steamship La Uhampagne yesterday morning 
for a ten days’ call upon his nativeland. His 
biue eyes looked joyously on the city that he 
still thinks a little the finestinthe world. He 
was grayer than when he went away, and the 
genial soil of diplomatic life seemed 
to have crept into his volce and 
manner, making big less brusque 


than when he wasamere journalist, which 
he hopes to de again some day, he says, 
though now he is in a state of suspended ani- 
mation so far as journalism is concerned. 
Mrs. Reid, her father D. O. Mills, and Editor 
Nicholson, were on the wharf to meet him, 
and when bis dozen or so bundles had been 
rapidly passed through the onstoms line, 
which heso strongiy advocated before the 
days of suspended animation, he was driven 
to Mr. Mills’ residence, opposite St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, for breakfast, and afterwards 
spent many hours with his architect going 
over the plans of the new country palace 
which is being bullt to take the place of the 
one burned down. Thereporter saw him at 
Mr. Miile’ in the evening. 

„do not know that I bave anything on my 
mind for publiestion, he said smilingly. 
Indeed, Iam barred by my official position 
from saying anything on the topics of most 
interest to myself. [came over here chiefly 
on private business. Ihave several irons in 
the fre demanding attention at this time. 
But my chief business is to complete the ar- 
rangements of my house which has one 
strong feature to my miud—itis fire proof. I 
shall go to Washington the latter part of the 
week, and next week Ishall go to the oid 
homestead in Ohio, where I have a mother 87 


years old—too old, as you will see, to come 
this way to see me. 


BISMARCK’S RESIGNATION. 

Jou left too early to learn of Bismarck’s 
resignation?’’ 

es; it occurred three days after I was at 
sea, and the rst l iearned of it, as well as the 
change in the French Cabinet, in which my 
friend Tirard went out, was from the copy of 
a paper which came aboard the steamer from 
the pilot boat. There hau been rumors of 
Bismarck’s withdrawal before I left. The 
matter must, of course, have caused intense 
excitement in Parise, but lam debarred from 
discussing the political effect of it. 

„Was Paris interested in the Labor Confer- 
ence at Berlin?“ 

‘*Intensely so, said the minister. ‘‘The 
feelings there now is very different from what 
it was at rst. When the Freneb people were 
first invited to send delecates to the confer- 
ence they were Inclined to look with unfavor- 
able eye on it. They considered tnat the con- 
dition of the French workingmen was already 
far in advance ofthat ofany other nation, if 
not, indeed, in advance of that 3 by 
the conference. The matter had a most ex- 
citing discussing in the Chamber of Deputies, 
in the course of which M. Paul de Cassagnac 
made his great little speech, in which he said 
that when the improvement of the condition 
of the workingmen wasa question there were 
no parties in France—all were Frenchmen—a 
man who hae made the welfare of the work- 
ing people the subject of life-long and most 
tenderstudy. The French people are now in 
hearty Sympathy with the convention. 

Mr. Reid was asked what effect the action of 
Congress regarding the World’s Fair had had 
upon the interest of the 1 people. 

There is a subject upon Which I occupy 
delicate ground, he said, smiiing. ‘‘As a 
public officer and an American Ishall do my 
best to get foreign aid for it and shall do all in 
my power to advance its interests. But per- 
sonally and as a New Yorker I must confess 
that I was disappointed that thiscity was de- 
feated. It will undoubtediy make a differ- 
ence with the interest which France will take 
in the fair. Asa Frenchman said to me 
soon after the vote was announced: ‘Why, 
you might as well talk of having a world’s 
fairatLyons. It le a large city, I know; but 
who would come to itor esteem it a French 
affair par excellence if it were not held in 
Paris? 

FRENCH TRAVEL AFFECTED. 

„There is no doubt, continued Mr. Reid, 
that the decision of Congress will affect 
French travel to this country. The French 
are not great travelers, and when to 3,000 
miles of ocean is added 1,000 miles of inland 
travel in a strange land, where the French of 
Paris is not spoken, you wil! find them very 
timid indeed. Just before sailing I was talk- 
ing with the head of thg recently deposed 
cabinet, which had so much to do with the 
success of the Paris Exposition. He was com- 
menting om the short time left for prepariug 
for a world’s fair, and he said, with a good 
deal of force, I thought, ‘Why have a world’s 
fair at all? America bas beaten the world tam 
ing the forces of nature; let her have a 
national fair which shall exhibit her own im- 
perial resources. It would be much better 
than any attempt to follow in the lines of any 
preceding exposition.’ 

P STEALING FRENCH IDEAS. 

„But seriously,’’ continued Mr. Reid, I 
Ind one very serious cause for lukewarmyess 
onthe part of the artists of France. They 
complaln that America steals their ideas, 
particularly in the line of decorative art, 
bronges, te., and they are also sore, and with 
good cause, because we impose a duty of 30 
per cent on foreign works of &rt. This feel- 
ing will be manifest, I have no doubt, when 
we ask for contributions and it would be felt 
equally if the fatr were coming to New York. 
I bave always beid that works of art should be 
duty free, andl am more strongly of the 
opinion than ever that the tariff on them 
should be removed. 

How do you like living in Paris?’’ I asked. 

**Parisé,’’ said the American minister, ‘‘is 
undoubtedly the most beautiful city in the 
world. The society there is charming. The 
American colony is large and the people very 
agreeuble, Everything possible was done to 
make our stay there pieasant. The French 
people are always polite and hospitabie. 
They seem to look upon all strangers as the 
guests of the country and do their utmost to 
make them — 4 The cleanliness of the 
streets Is one of the wonders of the worid. I 
tell you, I notived the difference very quickly 
when Icame back. No city in the world has 
such beantiful skies and days as New York. 
Take to-day or an example. It was perfeo- 
tion. Yet the moment your eyes got down to 
the streatse—whew, you knew at once you 
were in New York. . 

PEACEABLE PARISIANS. 

‘‘l was greatly surprised to find how peace- 
able the Parisians are. They are excitable, 
doubtiess. Yet, on election day Paris is fully 
as quiet and peaceful as New York. Even the 
excitement of the Boulangist election did not 
awaken the City any more than our -electiona 
do in New York. I drove about the streets of 
Paris ali day and I seaw no signs of undue ex- 
citement, nor was there 9 trouble to speak 
of throughout the city. hen you consider 
the atti:ude which the m 3 
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urnalism. He had no ner got to Paris 

han he loarned that the are of ‘Sterviewing 
was no stranger there, and the Paris papers 
have zept on teaching him ever since.

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MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


Both Branches Hold Special Meetings—Sut- 
ter Gets an Extension Until May 1. 


The special meeting of the Council last 
evening was called to order at 7 o'clock by 
President Walbridge. After the assignment 
of a number of bills to the proper committees 
the Broadway street Railway bill was taken up 
on motion of Mr. Comfort. This is a measure 
authorizing the company to construct a 
double track on South Seventh street. 


The Dill was taken up section by section and 
anrended ina few places, following which it 
was ordered to engrossment. Later in the 
evening the bill was reported by the Engross- 
ment Committee and passed without a dis- 
senting vote. 

The Vandeventer avenue, Lindell, Missouri. 
Benton & Bellfontaine, Union Depot and For- 
est Park & Laciede Railway bills were then re- 
ported inthe order named by the Engross- 
ment Committee and passed. These bills au- 
thorize the companies named to change their 
motor to electricity. 

The bill providing for Sunday concerts 
in the parks was debated at length and passed 
by a vote of 10 to 3. 

The Council adjouned until 4 o’clook this 
afternoon after the final reading aud signing 
of the new City Hall bill. 

THE HOUSE. 

The meeting of the House was called to 
order by Speaker Alt. A communication was 
received at the opening of the meeting from 
the Council announcing the re- 
fusal of that brauch to concur 
with the House in the paragraph of the bill 
appropriating $150 for the preservation of the 
Henry Shaw cim tree at King’s highway and 
Arsenal street. 

The St. Louis Central & Western Rallway 
bill was signed and sent to the Council for 
President Wailbridge’s signature. 

The batch of railway bilis passed in the 
Council were read for the first time. The 
railroad companies are working energetically 
te pass these bills before the close of the ses- 
sion. 

The Committee on Public Improvements re- 

orted the bill extending the time of the 

unicipal Electric Lighting Co., with an 
amendment fixing the date at May 1, in- 
stead of April 1, as provided lu the original 
bill. The amendment was accepted and ths 
bill passed by a vote of 24 to 41. As the Council 
concurred in this action the company will not 
be required to commence lighting the city by 
electricity untl May 1, and it will be relieved 
of the default penalty of $1.000 per day speci- 
fied in its contract. 

The House had some fun at the expense of 
Chicago before adjourning for the evening.

MUST KEEP AN EYE ON EUROPE, 


A Wall Street View of the Financial Situa- 
tion and Its Dangers. 


Henry Clews says this week: Easier money 
in London and atthe West, as well as liberal 
Treasury disbursements, have served to 
materially counteract the effects of scarcity; 
and yet, with the low bank reserves and April 
demands so close in prospect, the bulls are 
naturally averse to inviting manipulation of 
money rates. Prince Bismarck’s re- 
tirement from the German Chancellor- 


ship draws fresh attention to the condition of 
affairsin Europe. Asa steadying force Bis- 
marck’s power in Europe has long been felt. 
His efforts have always been on the side of 
peace, and the transier of power from his ex- 
perienced handsto those of the ambitious 
young Emperor is not wholly assuring. It is 
possible that the Emperor may give Germany 
afreerand more popular government than 
Bismarck has done, but his youth aud his 
erratic as well as ambitious character do not 
strengthen the prospects of peace. In event 
of another European crisis the Emperor 
would very probably be found at the head of 
a war party, ready and anxious to 
iagratiate himself upon ulis people by 
prowess as a military leader. At such 
a time Kismarck’s whole power would proba- 
bly be exerted on behalt of peace. His re- 
tirement, therefore, must be considered a 
greater loss to Europe than to Germany. Fi- 
nanciaily, Germany is passing through a try- 
ing ordeal. There has been an immense 
amount of reckless speculation centering at 
Beriin, particularly in ‘‘industriais.’’ During 
the last six months each regular liquidation 
on the Bourse has been met with symptoms 
of collapse. There has already been a hee vy 
shrinkage there in the values of speculative 
shares, and only the efforts of strong capital- 
ists have prevented a break ere this. London 
and Paris have also passed through a threat- 
ening crisis. The foreign money markets 
will reyuire close watching for some time to 
come, asin event of depression there Ameri- 
ean stocks would be returned quite freely. 
The local situation is more encouraging. 
Railroad earnings and Clearing-house returns 
—two excellent measures of business—do not 
confirm the reports of lessened trade. On the 
contrary, they indicate steadily inoreasing 
volume. Labor is better housed and fed than 
ever, and the complaints come chiefly {from 
the employing and capitalist class. The worst 
complaints come from the woollen and coal 
trades. Just at present we seem overrun with 
propositions for Government interference 
with private affairs. Oneof.the most absurd 
ideas of this nature is that of Senator Stan- 
ford, that the Government shouid issue its 
notes to farmers, taking as security therefor 
bunds and mortgages on land, Dearing in- 
terest at the rate of 1 or 2 per cent.

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EXCHANGE MEMBERSHIPS 


AN IMPORTANT AMENDMENT TO BE PASSE 
UPON ON SATURDAY. 


A Scheme fer Ketiring the Certificates of 
| the est popular school teacher; may be bad 


Decensead Members—Advantages That 
Will Be Derived Vrom the Passage of 
the Mensure—Anether Measure Thht 
Will Probably Be Seon Subdmitted. 


HE vote to be taken on 


the Merchants’ Exchang¢ 
on March 29, in references 
to the retirement of or- 
tificates of membership 
ot deceased members, is 
regarded by many as an 
entering wedge that may 
very considerably alter 
the composition of the 
Exchange. Hitherto the 
only means of retiring 
memberships was by the 
failure of certificate 


ULE polaers to pay the annual 
Ia. assessment, and the con- 
sequence is that the membership is very large, 
and that probabiy a majority of those holding 
certificates do not appear upon the floor once 
a month. 
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WHEN A MEMBER DIES 
his certificate passes into the hands of his ex- 
ecutors and, if it is deemed advisable to dis- 
pose of it, a sale at the market rates must be 
made. These rates vary widely, but are in 
all cases very much less than the sum at 
which the amendment to the rules proposes 
to redeem the certificates of deceased mem- 
bers. At present the market rate for ex- 
change memberships is $35, assessment un- 
paid, making them cost with the $20 annual 
assessment $50. The new rule to be passed 
upon on Saturday next, provides that during 
the current year the sum of 3100 
shall be paid for the retirement of 
the cartificates of deceased members if they 
are offered for redemption. The benefits of 
this will, itis argued by those who favor it, 
be twofold. In the first place the estate of 
the deceased member willreceive something 
like the real yalue of his certificate, and in 
the second place memberships will not be so 
likely to pass into the hands of those who 
have no real interest in the Exchange, seldom 
appear upon the floor except to vote, and who 
have no conception of nor care for the wel- 


fare of the institution in the y%overnment of 
which they have as much voice as any one. 
THE PRICE OF CERTIFICATES 
sold in open market presents a very peouliar 
feature. Without reckoning the privileges 
conferred by the possession of a membership 
as having any pecuniary worth, the value 
of a certificate judged — by its 
share in the reserve fun is some- 
thing over $155, but in open market 
itcan be bonght, with dues for the current 
year paid, for $55. This state of affairs tends 
to retain a large numberof members whose 
only interest fs in the reserve fund, and 
whose votes on elections are only influenced 
by this and not by the good of the Exchange. 
By the adoption of the rule to be voted upon, 
the certificate of a deceased member will be 
redeemed, not at its real vaiue, for a pro- 
vision has been introduced that not more than 
$100 shall be paid ee the current year, but 
at a price far above its market quotation. 
The result will be, it is claimed, nigh- 
ly beneficial to the Exchange, as it 
will prevent many memberships from passing 
into the bands of persons who do not have 
the welfare of that institution at heart. 
SHOULD THE HEIR 

of the deceased member desire to actively 
participate in business he can retain the cer- 
tificate; should his interest be only in the re- 
serve fand he canretire, and it is deemed 
desirable to retire all memberships of this 
kind. Little doubt Is felt that the amendment 
will pass, and already some of those favoring 
it are repared to carry its prin- 
ciples urther. Within a few months 
it is more than probable that the 
members of the Merchants’ Exchange wil! be 
calied on to vote upon a proposition allowing 
all who desire so to do to surrender their 
certificates on the same terms as are granted 
those of deceased members. The cost, it. is 
admitted, will be large, and will seriously 
reduce the reserve fund, but it is argued that 
with the present large membership, and the 
rule requiring a three-fourths vote to make 
any disposition of the reserve fund, that it is 
so effectually tied up as to be useless. Were 


the non-interested portion of the membDer- | 


ship retired something could be done, but at 
present those most in favor of making some 
disposition of the reserve fund other than in- 
vesting in United States bonds admit that 
any such attempt is nearly hopeless. The 
vote upon the amendment next Saturday will 
have great influence on the future proceed- 
ings.

A TAX AGAINST THE POOR, 


A Pretest From St. Louis Against the Linen 
Schedule im the Tariff Bill. 


The linen importers of St. Louis were con- 
siderably stirred up yesterday over the threat- 
ened change in the import duties on linens 
and linen goods and got together and sent a 
joint telegram to the St. Louis Congressmen 
asking them to prevail upon the House Com- 
mitteeon Ways and Means to give the im- 
porters a chance to be heard before any de- 


cision is arrived at. The bill is now before 
the Ways and Means Committee and the sec- 
tion relating to linens and linen goods is the 
one which is occupying present attention. It 
has been brought to notice very suddenly and 
the importers have age? ust discovered what 
the effect of it will be. eachedule as pro- 
— Oxes a rate of duty 35 to 50 per cent 

igher than the pregent one and on the lower 
grades, those having less than 100: threads 
to the inch, imposes in addition a 
specific tax of Scents a pound. This would, it 
is estimated, more than double the cost of low 
grade goods, while on higher gradesit would 
only cause an increase of 50 to 60 per cent. 
The object of the increase, the importers say, 
cannot possibly be imagined. The goods are 
not manufactured in this country. either is 
there a possible substitute in this country, 
unless it may de a cotton fabric. Henoe there 
Is no claim of protection. Then, too, as 
table-cloths and table linens generally are 
used by all classes, andas handkerchiefs and 
linen goods generally, are used extensively by 
the people of the United States, therecan be 
no excuse in the light et making articles of 
luxury pay while the duty on necessities is de- 
creased. In fact, the proposed new schedule 
on linens would tax the poorer classes much 
more heavily than the rich ones. Every 
housekeeper wants to have a linen tablecloth, 
but every housekeeper cannot pay for the 
very fine ones. Consequently she buys one of 
a lower grade—less than 100 threads to the 
inch. She pays a percentage increase in the 
duty, and in addition a specific tax of 3 cents 
a pound. Her rich nelghbor buys one of more 
than 100threadstothe inch—she pays a vor- 
centage duty and is not subjected to a specific 
tax. The change would be felt more heavily 
on table cloths than on any other line, owing 
to their weight. On handkerchiefs and light 
goods it would not amounttosomuch. The 
principle is regarded as a very bad one, how- 
ever, and ifthe Ways and Means Committee 
will receive them, several of the St. Louis im- 
porters will 1 go on to Washington.

Grain Rates on the Lake Lines—Notes and 
Personals. 


The lake lines have opened forthe season 
and the Wabash has issued a tariff of great 
interest to export and east-bound shippers. 
The route set forth in the tariff is via: Toledo, 
Wabash Steamer Line; Buffalo, New York, 
Lake Erie & Western Rallway and Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Rallway, and the lake 
haul is only 252 miles. The first-class rate to 


New York is 72 cents per 100 pounds scaled down 
to 2% cents on sixth class, which rate does not 
include grain as the all rail rate on grain is 
now 23 cents. The tariff also refers to the 
Lackawanna Line and Erie Despatch, but to no 
other lines; the question now remains as to 
what rate the Clover Leafwill put on the 
same business. The marketis to ali appear- 
andes wide open and if concessions are made 
on the laze and rail routes equal to those on 
all rail, freights will be laid down onthe sea- 
board very cheap. 

The Toledo, St. Louis & Kansas ay Rall- 
way are making efforts to secure a line of 
steamers on the lake from Toledo and in case 
they do put in a line there will be some sharp 
competition for business out of St. Louis.

OBTAINING 90-CENT GAS. 


An Opinion as to What Will Have to Be 
Done by Consumers to Secure It. 


The gas business has been considerably 
mixed éince the passage of the 90-cent bill by 
the Municipal Assembly. It has disturbed 
the market on the preferred stock, but not 
seriously on the Laclede bonds, which 
sold yesterday at 8l4. There have been 
a great many inguiries as to what 


consumers will have to do to secure gas at 90 
cents, as fixed by the ordinance. Speaking of 
this yesterday, Mr. J. H. — who bas 
been looking up the subject, said: 

„All the consumer will have to do is to ten- 
der the money ente te of — bill at the 
rate of doc per 1 cublio feet, 2 the ordi- 
mance recently passed; and if the compan 
refuses to accept it and attempts to turn o 
the 
pelling it to furnish gas at the rate 
prescribed in tne ordinance. This, however, 
will hardly be necessary, as the ordinance 
makes ita misdemeanor to charge over the 
rate prescribed in the reduction ordinance, 
and sides it might make a forfeiture 
of the company’s franchise. During the 
recent gas investigation it was plainly 
shown that gas could be manufactured and 
sold for even less than 90 cents pee 1,000 feet, 
and still leave a good big profit. therefore 
think the Laclede Gas Co. will find it dificult 
to convince the court that 90 cents is not 
a reasonable price. The court will not be 
asked to take into consideration that the La- 
clede Gas Co. mu- t provide 5 per cent interest 
per annum on $10,000,000 bonds, where the 
lant could probably be duplicated for one - 

alf this amount, besides having $2,500, 
preferred stock, also 25 per cent, and $7,500, - 
000 of common ‘stock. The two latter were 
issued and absolutely do notrepresent the 
outlay of $1 and are commonly known 
as ‘water.’ Ot course the 
reduction ordinance is hard 
Laclede Gas Co., and especially 
holders of {te securities, owing to its heavy 
capitalization, and if the court holds the ordi- 
. regulating the price at 90 cents for 

years as being reasonable then 
shall be surprisea to see Laclede gas 
bonds sell at 60 cents and perhaps 50 cents on 
the dollar. It is my optnion that many other 
cities will follow the example of St. Louls and 
reduce the price of gas where the charter per- 
mits it.’’

He confessed that the al- 
teration in the size of his head puzzied him, 
and declared he bad never heard ofa similar 
oase.

Mr. Gladstone’s Head. 


LONDON, March 15.—Very seldom does a 
newspaper paragraph get more widely quoted 
than a statement in this correspondence a few 
weeks ago about the curious enlargement of 
Mr. Gladstone’s head. The venerable states 
man has had noead of letters upon the sub- 
ject, most of which, obliging as he is on such 
matters, have had to remain unanswered.

Later in life, however, a mistake of 
this kind became impossible, not that one 
head had grown more than the other, but 
because the two heads developed quite 
different shapes, one elongating, the 
other widening. They used to ascribe the 
change tothe marked difference in their re- 
spective studies; one being devoted to the 
pursuit of the higher mathematios, the other 
an eager student of antiquity and history. 
Perhaps, also, in Mr. Gladstone’s case the 
present misfit may be absoribable to change 
of shape, as well as to inorease in bulk.

THEY ARE MADE BY PETER F. DAILEY 
AGAINST CERTAIN SCHOOL DIRECTORS. 


Director Macklin Anuounces That He Will 
Swear Out a Warrant Against Dailey for 
Criminal Libel—Cari Danzer Makes a 
Reply to Director Reimler’s Assertions— 
The Cases in the Conrt of Appeals. 


The fight between the factions in the School 
Board has been an ugly one fromthe start, 
but the charges of boodling which are being 
made promise more interestingglevelopments 
than have been expected. It is now openly 
charged by Peter P. Dalley, whose name has 
been connected with the Standing- Kelly con- 
test, that certain directors of the School 
Board received money from the agent of a 
book trust. 

In speaking to a PosT-DISPATCH reporter 
this afternoon Mr. Dailey sald: 

„I have been unjustiy accused of illegal 
practices while officiating as judge of election 
in the 126th precinet of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward on the day of the last school election. 
It is charged that I stuffed the boxes. The 
charges have been made by men who would 
do anything up to scuttling aship, and I do 
not think that coming from the sources they 
Go they injure me in the estimation of 
the respectable part of the community. But 
nevertheless these charges are being given so 
much publicity that naturally enough I fear 
that there might be some decent per- 
sons ignorant enough to entertain 
them, and therefore I wish to let 
the public know the facts and something of the 
character of themenwho are making their 
argument against me. The statement which 
has been made that I was alone in the poll at 
any time during the day, or that I handled the 
ballots, ie a lie. I knew very well that there 
were some men who would not hesitate to say 
anything against me, and I was particularly 
careful that they should not have any grounds 
on which to base a charge of unfairness. 
When those ballots were counted there were 
seven or eight men in the poll, among them 
being Mr. Coffey, who was one of 
the candidates. Either Mr. J. D. O’Keefe 


or Mr. Quinlivan, the other two judges, was 
In the poll with me all the time, and moreover 
there were citizens inthe poll almost during 
the entire day. As far as those marked bal- 
lots are concerned, all I have got to say is 
that if there is aught about them which looks 
suspicious that it was put there by the men 
them after the boxes were 
opened by the order of the 8choo! Board. 

Now, who are these men who mate the 
charge of ballot- box stuffing against me?“ con- 
tinved Mr, Dailey, growing warm. ‘‘A gang 
of freebooters, that is ull they are. Why, two 

tbem have money in thelr pockets now 
which they received from a book syndicate.’’ 

Lan you prove that?“ 

„Well, if I can’t I am able for it.“ 

**When was the money paid?“ 

Six hundred dollars of it was paid before 
the Turner Hallticket was nominated on an 
agreement as tothe mannerin which a cer- 
tin committee was to be constituted.’’ 

When was the rest paid?’’ 

Well, one of the directors got his on the 
last Friday in February, and it was carried up 
to His office by another director. 

MACKLIN SAYS ITS LIBEL. 

Director Wm. PF. Macklin, whose name has 
been used by Pete Dailey in a way which casts 
a reflection on him, said this afternoon that 
the statements of Daley were the most in- 
famously false which had ever been con- 
cocted, and he proposed to make application 
for a warrant for criminal libel immediately. 
It is reported that othermen whose Hames 
have been used by Dailey will take similar ac- 
tion. 

The friends of the directors who have been 
accused of receiving money say that on the 
face of it the statement isa lle. It is claimed 
that the money was paid by an agent of a cer- 
tain firm which is represented in the book 
trust. Another firm of the trust now has the 
contract for the schoo! oupply. and according 
to the trust agreement it fs said to be impos- 
sible for one firm of the syndicate to cut into 
anotber’s business. 

DAENZER’S DENIAL. 

In the POST-DISPATOCH of March 4, I find an 
interview with Mr. August Reimler, in which 
there occurs the following,’’ said Mr. Carl 
Daenzer this morning: 

„Je it true, he was asked, that the state- 
ment published in the SUNDAY Post-Dis- 
PATCH In regard to your property transactions 
was in existence some time before the quo 
warranto proceedings were brought against 
any of the directors?’’

It the foregoing means that I had pro- 
posed or hinted to Mr. Reimler or any other 
person a bargainin regard to dismissing the 
quo warranto proceedings against him or the 
other four School Directors, I must contradict 
the statement emphatically. I did not even 
think of it, I have neither talent nor disposi- 
tion for sueh bargains, nor have I ever been 
present when one was made. 

„Wat I said to Mr. Reimler was this: I ad- 
vised him to postpone the reorganization of 
the Schoo! Board until the courts had passed 
finally upon the writs of quo warranto. 
It would certainly have been reasonabie 
to postpone the reorganization until the dis. 

uted qualification of the four members of the 

chool Board had been decided. Writs of 
quo warranto bad not been issued against Mr. 
Relmler at the time of his visit to my office. 1 
was therefore more than surprised by the 
question he asked me, to-wit: ‘*‘Would the 
writs of quo warranto be dismissed provided 
the solid eleven members of the School Board 
would drop the plan of reorganiza- 
tion?’’ Laughing heartily I answered 
that had nothing to- do with 
the suits; but from all I knew of the origina- 
tors of the quo warranto proceedings I was 
fully convinced that they would not accept 
duch a proposition; but under all circum- 
stances that they would prosecute the cases 
until final adjudication was had in the courts; 
that the gentiemen who held this matter in 
their hands did not care about individual par- 
ties in the School Board, but their chief aim 
was the enforcement of the law, ang it was 
Immaterlal to them whether it would strike 
Millerites or Aulerites. What they wanted was 
‘daylight’ on tax receipts. Such was my 
conversation with Mr. Reimler. Names were 
not mentioned, and no _ propositions were 
made by me. Personally I have nothing to ao 
with the School Board confusion.’’

Messrs. L. D. Dozier, Patrick J. Kelly ara 
Jeremmh Sheeban are full-fledged, duly 
qualified and unquestioned members 
or directors in the Louls 
Board of Public Schools.

Just 
after Messrs. Macklin, Bollman, Rogers and 
Bartholdt were summoned to appear before 
the Court of Appeals, and explain why they 
held their te in the School Board, essrs. 
Bosley and Macklin employed August Gehner 
to examine into the affairs ot 
several other members of the board. Mr. 
reported that Messers. Doster, 
Sheehan and Kelly had not paid a school tax 
for two years prior their election. With 
this information Messrs. Bosley and Macklin 
hastened to Oircait Attorney Clover and 
told him be had missed 4a 
School Board members and requested 
him to begin quo warranto proceedings 
against the three named gentiemen.

Nearing the End. 


The quo warranto proceedings pending in 
Court of Appeals against Messrs. Macklin, 
Rogers, Bollman and Bartholdt, took a sharp 
turn this morning which it is admitted will re- 
sult in quieting the School Board disturb- 


ance and leaving the board the same as 
when the fight began. From a legal point of 
view this conflict has been actually fascinat- 
ing. The Drabelle act, passed March 80, 1887. 
under which the present School ard was 
elected, has always been considered weak and 
unconstitutional. The occasion to learn 
positively whether the belief was correct has 
never been offered until the present time. 
Whenthe four directors, Macklin, Rogers, 
Bollman and Bartholadt, weresummoned be- 
fore the Court of Appeals by the Circuit At- 
torney to show why they held their seats, 
it was charged that contrary to sec. 6 
of the Drabelle law these men were 
holding office, when they had got paid a 
school tax fortwo consecutive years prior to 
their election. There was too much truth in 
the statement for the gentlemen to attempt to 
PROVE IT OTHERWISE, 
so they filed a demurrer by their attorney, F. 
M. Estes, saying the Drabelle law was uncon- 
stitutional in this, that one of its provisions 
relating to cities in this State 
of 300,000 inhabitants or more made ita loca! 
law governin St. Louis alone, which, under 
the Constitution, could not nold: also, that 
sec. 6 embraced several subjects when it 
should embrace only one and also thatthe 
subject of the act je not clearly stated in its 
title.
